(Page 5, last paragraph) 

Numerals 14 and 15, as shown in Fig. 2 on an enlarged scale, are 
first and second oil seals which are retained by collar members 16, 
respectively. The collar members 16 are pressed into the casing 2 with first 
and second Orings 14A and 14B fitted in the outer peripheral surfaces of 
the respective collar members 16. 

(Page 6, lines 3 to 5) 

Numeral 17 is an oil space defined between the first oil seal 14 and the 
second oil seal 15. 

(Page 7, lines 10 to 16) 

Thus, there exist a pressure difference between the exterior of the device 
and the oil space 17, which is separated from the exterior by the second oil 
seal 15, and a pressure difference between the oil space 17 and the suction 
chamber 16, which is separated from the oil space 17 by the first oil seal 14. 
Thus, the two oil seals 14 and 15 serve to minimize the above pressure 
differences, thereby stably keeping a sealed state. 
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
